He said he biamed the business men of Chi- 
cago as much as he did the “ emoke observ- 
ers,” as he called the deputy smoke in- 
spectors. He defended the integrity of the 
smoke department head, and the engineering 
staff. H said the committee of which he is 
the head had received several complaints of 
grafting in the past, but none could be sub- 
stantiated. 

“Grafting in the smoke inspection depart- 
ment is as much the fault of the business men 


| of, Chicago as the smoke observers, perhaps 


more,”’ said Mr. Donnelley. “ Ihave no doubt 
at all that the frst proposals in most cases 
are made by business men who would rather 
corrupt the smoke observers at a moderate 
price than do their part in upholding the in- 
tegrity of the city government by doing their 
duty at a trifling higher cost. These business 
men deserve the greatest censure. They 
should be prosecuted as well as the observers.

First Presbyterian to Desert 
21st Street for Union with 
41st Congregation. 


RETAIN HISTORIC NAME. 


Its membership reduced by death and re- 
movale, ite district having changed to @ 
semi-com.nercial one, the Firsi Presbyte- 
rian church, whose history {s as old as Chi- 
cago’s, lg to move again. On Sunday, Jan. 
5, it will unite with the Forty-first Street 
Presbyterian church on Grand boulevard. 

The two congregations will combine as the 
First church, a name to which is attached 
much sentiment. It is the name that the 
Rev. Jeremiah Porter selected when he 
founded the church in the summer of 1843. 
It was the first Protestant organization in 
Fort Dearborn. 

For seventy years First church grew 
and prospered. About ten years ago the 
business biocks in the territory in which 
most of its members lived became so nu- 
merous that residents began to move. They 
have gone further south, or to the north 
side, or to the north shore; or to their last 
resting place. The active membership now 
is about 400. The last service in the big red 
brick edifice at Twenty-first street and In- 
diana avenue will be held on Dec. 29. 


First Church in Loop. 

The congregation of First church will at 
tend communion services at the Forty-first 
street church on the first Sunday in January, 
It was the first Sunday in January seventy- 
nine years ago that the first congregation of 
First church held the first services in A little 
church, 26 feet by 40, at Clark and Washing- 
ton streets. This building was remodeled re- 
peatedly and enlarged, but business en- 
croachments caused the removal of many 
families whose residences had been in the 
vicinity of the church, and in 1855 a lot was 
purchased and a church bullt on Wabash 
avenue between Congress and Van Buren 
streets, 

At the time there was a strong objection 
to the location because it was £0 far south. 

That building was destroyed in the Chicago 
fre. The present church, then in the course 
ef construction, was taken over from thé 
Calvary church and the two were united. 

In 1890 there was an effort to unite the First 
and Second churches, but it failed because 
the Firet church would not relinquish its 
name. Henry W. Dudley, who was a mem- 
ber of the First church committee in the 
negotiations, is a member of the committee 
which has succeeded in the present merger. 


«“ Parent ” Unites with “ Child.” 

“The Second church was afraid its en- 
dowment would not hold good if it changed 
its name and the plan was abandoned,”’ Mr. 
Dudley explained. “The Forty-first street 
church With which we are uniting ise child 
of the First church. We helped them get 
started and paid off a previous debt. We 
will leave @ beautiful old house of worship, 
which contains many sacred memories, to 
go to a larger field of service. 

“The Forty-first Street church will give 
up its name and identity. It will cancel 
the charter secured in 1875 by. nineteen per- 
sons. ‘Thrée of the founders survive and 
they voted. for the union.” 

The property of the First church is valued 
at about $100,000. “The trustees have not 
decided upon what disposition will be made 
of it. First church has an endowment fund 
of about $40.000. Several beautiful me- 
morial windows and an expensive organ, 
will be moved to the new location,

President Buchanan's last mestage 
to congress was a very able constitutional 
document. First he proved that secession 
Wa? unconetiTutional and then he proved that 
the constitution couldn't stop it. 

The constitution should be the instru- 
men* for securing justice to the people and 
mot a barrier between the people and jus- 
tice. I hope you wi!l do your best to put into 
the laws of Illinois, as I shal! try my best 
in New York. a provision that if the people 
want certain laws no officia!, governor, legis- 
lature, or court ehall have the power to 
prevent them. 

“ This is not an academic question. Per- 
sonally | was not interested in it until I 
found that we couldn't get social justice 
'n dbew York.” 


Talks About Workmen. 

Col. Hooseveilt then referred to the work- 
men's compensation act and of the decision 
of the New York Court of Appeals, declaring 
it unconstitutional in direct conflict with an 
Opinion by the ‘Supreme court of the Uniied 
Sates. 

“Painful experience had taught me,” he 
asserted, “that the poorest interpreter of the 
constitution is the corporation lawyer who 
is apt to be regarced asa ieader at the bar, 
and who is paid by wealthy clients to inter- 
pret the constituticn for them.” 

He then recalie@ ‘the eleventh hour attack 
made upon him by four corporation tawyers 
of New York, plecing Senator Elihu Root, 
who Was chairman of the Republican na- 
tiora’' convention, at their head. 


Too Late to Answer. 

“They gave out a tiatement the day pe- 
fore election, when they knew it was too late 
for me toanewer, he continued, “in which 
they cited four cases and attacked me for 
my criticisms of the rulings. In twoof there 
cases two of my lawyer critics had appeared 


as counsel for the corporations and againet 


the people. In one of the cases in which they 
defended the court this same court reversed 
iteelf the next morhing and admitted its 
error. 

“There lawyers, however, never have cor- 
rected their charge that I was in error. I 
assume they are in fenorance of the court's 
reversal. If they showed such ignorance and 
lack of diligence in defending their clients 
they would not have attained the eminence 
they now have.” 

Reference wae made by the colonel to the 
New York bake shop case decision in which 
the yworkmen’s compensation act was held 
unconstitutional because it took away prop. 
erty rights without due process of law and 
abirdged the right of workmen to tell as 
long we they riensed. He also referred to 


a eweatshop case in which a New York wom- 
an had been placed in the same categery a5 
the men in the bake shop Case. 

‘You know how much right they heve to 
choose In a sweatshop,” he said. “ These 
social justice laws may be obtained in mon- 
archies, but under our peculiar government 
we cannot get them. 

“ For instance, the New York Court of Ap- 
peals overruled the Supreme court of the ne- 
tion and made it impossible for us of New 
York to get the same workmen's compensa- 
tion act that you in the west have in lowe, 
Nebraske, and other statea’ The New York 
court took the position thet its constitutton 
was supreme and put the people of that state 
in the positicn of being forced to have the 
constitution of the United States amended by 
three-fourths of the states if they wanted a 
law in conformity with the New York consti- 
tution as interpreted by this court. Sucha 
position is preposterous. 

* You gentlemen have a great opportunity 
and responsibility. I hope that without 
trafficking or dickering with the old parties 
you will fight to have our platform principles 
embodied in The laws of the state of Iilinots.”’ 


Colonel Takes Auto Ride. 

Col. Roos velt went for an automobile ride 
with Medill McCormick after his address to 
the Illinolsane, and then rested in his suite 
at the La Salle un«il he went to the Univer- 
sity club for dinner with Mr. McCormick, 
who was host to some twenty-five notable 
new party leaders. 

Aecompanied by some 150 Progressives 
from New York and New England, the colonel 
arrived in Chicago shortly after 1 o'clock. 
A crowd cf seyeral hundred greeted him at 
the Park row ¢tation, and the lobby of the 
Hotel La Salle was jammed when he arrived 
there. 

“I am feeling fine,’’ he said in answer toa 
question as to whether he was bothered by 
the Milwaukee attempt on his life. ‘ The 
bullet has left no ill effects,’’ he added. ‘I 
am excec dingly glad the way Chicago treated 
me and am glad to be back again." 

Some one called the colonel’e attention to 
the report that the Smithsonian institution 
had decided to remove his African big game 
exhibit. 

“That exhibit will never be taken out,’ he 
asserted. ‘“‘It is the greatest gift ever made 
to an Institution of that kind and the greatest 
exhibit in existence.”’

‘IT have read the editorial twice over and 
am celighted withit. itisone of the best edi- 
torials 1 ever read. it hits the nail on the 
head,”’ he said. “I have had experience 
with the working of our constitution. The 
Illinois constitution is no longer a workable 
iastrument, but a ‘ straight jacket.’ ,

‘] suggest that we reach an agreement 
which will remove this bugaboo. Let us of 
Chicago, for instance, agree as a starter that 
the representation of Chicago in the state 


senate be limited to 34 per cent. Allow the 
legislative representation to increase as under 
the present plan of population increase. 

‘This will mean that Chicago will never 
completely swamp the country members, and 
with this hurdle passed we can get down to 
brass tacks and accomplish something

AIDS HASTE IN APPEAL. 


Writes Persenal letter to Warden 
Urging Good Treatment. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Baldwin, Mich.. Dec. 9.—[Special.]—Oscar 
M. Auerbach, convicted of the murder of 
Harry W. Fisher of Chicago, today was sen- 
-tenced to Hfe imprisonment at hard labor 
in the state penitentiary at Jackson. Cir- 
cult Judge C>arles A. Withey pronevaced 
sentence at 7:30 this morning. 

Attorney Spencer L. Adams of Chicago, 
representing the convicted man, again made 
a motion for a stay of sentence. 

‘‘T have consi@ered this matter carefully,’’ 
said Judge Withey. ‘‘It is contrary to the 
practice in this state and I am compelled 
to deny the motion.”’ 

The court then requested Auerbach to step 
forward. 

‘Have you anything to say why sentence 
should not now be passed upon you?”’ the 
judge asked. 

‘‘ Why, nothing, your honor, except that I 
feel that Iam innocent,"’ Auerbach answered. 

“Well, that has been settled in the only 
way we know howto settle it,’’ said the court. 
“It is the judgment and sentence of the 
court that you be confined in the state prison 
at Jackson at hard labor for the rest of 
your natural life.’’ ' 


Judge Holds Some Doubt. 

That the court entertains some doubt 
about the conviction being a rightful one was 
shown by the following statement made by 
Judge Withey from the bench following pro- 
nouncement of sentence: 

‘**It is with profound regret and some mis- 
givings that I pronounce this sentence. But 
if the legal effect of the evidence is sufficient 
to support the conviction, the verdict was 
warranted by the proofs. As to the legal 
effect, I have no doubt you will soon know. 
The situation is such that you can certainly 
have the case heard in the March term of 
the Supreme court.”’ 

Judge Withey then handed Sheriff Bates a 
personal letter from the judge to the warden 
of the Jackson penitentiary requesting that 
Auerbach be treated with special considera- 
tion pending-the appeal! to the Supreme court. 

‘*I have done something in this case I have 
never done before,”’ said the judge. ‘“ Ihave. 
written a letter to the warden asking him 
to extend to you, Mr. Auerbach, at least 
pending your appeal, every consideration 
consistent with his duty.’’ 

‘Thank you, your honor,” said Auerbach.

Flames Near. Tuberculosis Hos 
pital Imperil Establishment.

A big étor- 
age house. at Byron street and Sixty-ninth 
av@flue, a block away, was in full blaze, and 
the heavy wind carried greet clouds of 
sparks toward the hospital. At 1 o’clock it 
wes still blazing and. two smafier adjoining 
buildings haé ignited.

Taxpayers $111,000 by 
New Figures.

Sixty-one jobs in the nine county fee of- 
fices were wiped off the pay roll yesterday 
afternoon by the judges of the Circuit court. 
The saving to the county is eS8timated at 
$111,000 annually. At the same time the 
judges added twenty-three probation officers, 


{| which will probably add $25,000 to the annual 


county expense. The net saving is estimated 
at $86,000 a year. 

“This action was taken at the annual session 
of the judges in fixing the number of persons 
who shall be employed for the next year in 
the nine offices. In making this reduction the 
bench forced upon the clerks of the Circuit, 
Superior, Criminal, County, and Probate 
courts new methods in record and folio writ- 


ing. Girls with typewriters will be substi- 


tuted for the obsolete longhand system. 


Estimate of Expense. 
The information upon which. these innova- 
tions and reductions in pay rolls was effected 


-» | Was collected hy the bureau of public ef™f- 


“ciency and submitted to Judges Baldwin, 
Walker, and F. A. Smith. The bureau has 
taken more ihan a year to get the informa- 
tion, at an estimated expense of more than 
$40,000 to thosc private citizens who support 
the institution. 

The three judges had to stand the brunt 
of the battle in getting the approval of the 
other members of the bench. The bureau in 
the nine offices recommenrsded the elimination 


of eighty-two employés at an estimated sav-— 


ing of $148,500 and the reduction in salary 
of ninety-two others at an. estimated annual 
saving of $71,200 additional. 

The committee of judges, after listening to 
the vureau’s representatives and the heads 
of the offices affected, decided upon the 
slash of sixty-one employés. The judges 
have no power to fix salaries. The bureau 
will carry its fight for reduction in the sal- 
aries of deputy sheriffs and bailiffs to the 
county buvard.

treaty adopts for the Panama canal, is thet 
the waterway shall be free and open to the 
vessels of commerce and war of all nations 
observing the rules on terms of entire equal- 
ity, so that there shal! be no discrimination 
against any such nation. | 

It is said that the president's statement 
of the case is wholly at variance with the 
real provisions when he treats the words 
“all nations” as excluding the United 
States because it had constructed the canal 
ob ita own territory and thereby acquired an 
absolute right of ownership, including the 
right to allow its own commerce the use of 
the canal upon such terms aa it saw fit. 


Restored Right to Build. 

“They [the British government] consid- 
er,” says the note, that by the Clayton- 
bulwer treaty the United States had sur- 
rendered the right to construct the canal 
and that by the Hay-Pauncefote treaty they 
recovered that right upon the fooiing that 
the canal should be opened to British and 
Unite States vessela upon terms of equal 
treatment. . . If the rules set out in 
the Hay-Pauncefote treaty secure to Great 
Britain no more than moet favored nation 
treatment the value of the consideration 
given for superseding the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty is not apparent to his majesty’s gov- 
ernment, nor is it easy to see,in what way 
the principle of article 8 of the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty, which provides for equal 
treatment of British and United States ships, 
has been maintained.”’ 

The argument advanced in the United 
States senate that the word “all nations” 
cannot include the United States, which 
would otherwise be prevented from using !ts 
own territory for revictualing its warships 
or landing troops, is briefly dismissed by 
the statement that it ts completely over- 
turned by a reading of the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty in connection with the Suez canal 
conventions. . 


Suez Rules Wot Included. 

As the United States did not own the cana] 
zone when the Hay-Pauncefote treaty was 
| made, it did not include the Suez canal rules 

which recognized the right of Turkey, the 
local sovereign, and of Egypt to take such 
measures as might be necessary fer the de- 


tinues: 

“ Now that the United States has become 
} the practical sovereign of the canal, his 
majesty’s government may not question its 
title to exercise belligerent rights for ite 
- protection.” 

Regarding the president's contention that 
the effect of the British claim will be to 
prevent the United States from aiding its 
own commerce in a way that all nations may 
freely do it is said tha this is not so. 

Equa] treatment as wpecified in the treaty 
fe all that the Briti¢h government claims, 
But it does not follow that the United Mates 
may not be debarred by the treaty from 
granting a subsidy to certain shipping in a 
particular way if the effect would be to im- 
pose upon British or other foreign shipping 
an unfair share of the burden af the upkeep 
of the canal or to create a discrimination or 
prejudice British shipping rights. 

Therefore it ie held that the exemption of 
the American coastwise shipping, as well as 
of Panaman shipping, clearly conflicts with 
the treaty guarantees of equa! treatment 
for British and American ships and that the 
‘interests of foreign nations would thereby be 
ecriously injured in tyro respecte—ffra, in 
placing the enttre.cost of the building of the 
canal upon foreign vessels, and in the setond 
Place in placing the American cohgstwise 
trade in a preferential position as regards 
other shipping. " 


Advantage to Foreign Shipper. 

Thus it mignt be that cargo intended for @ 
United States port beyond the cana! in either 
direction, shipped on a foreign ship, could be 
sent to its destination more cheaply by being 
landed at a United States port before reach- 
ing the canal and thence forwarded as coast. 
wise trade. 

American vessels may also combine foreign 
commerce with coastwise trade, thereby en- 
tering into direct competition with foreisn 
vessels while they retained the right of {r33 
Passage through the canal. These adveree 
results would fall more severely 6n British 
shipping than any other. % 

The British government does not read the 
section of the Panama canal act prohibiting 
railroad owned or trust owned ships from 
using the canal as applying to or affecting 
British ships, but it said that if this view is 
metaken “they muet reserve thetr right to 
examine the matter further and to raise such 
contentions as may seem justified.”

VIENNA, Dec. 0.--Important changes have 
taken place in the Austro-Hungarian war de- 
partment. Gen. Auffenberg, minister of war, 
resigned today. Gen. Krobatin, under scc- 
retary in the war office, has been appointed as 
hig successor. | 

Gen. Schemua, chief of the ganera! staff, 
| who recently paid a significant visit to Ber- 

Nn and conferred with Count von Moltke, 
chief of the general staff of the German army, 


| has also resigned. He has been succeeded by 


Gen. von Hoetsendorf, who held the same 
post several years ago. 


No Reason for Resignations. 

LONDON, Dec. 9.—No explanation is yet 
forthcoming of the sudden resignation of the 
Austro-Hungarian minister of war, Gen. 
/Auffenberg, and the chief of general staff, 
Gen. Schemua. They have said their action 
was due to personal reasons, but coming at 
such a time as the present, it cannot be 
doubted that it will have a wide political 
significance. 

The Austrian war party is known to be 
inflamed against Russia, in the belief that 
the deflant Russian attitude is due to the

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WOOD TO REPRIMAND OFFICER

Chief of Staff Will Send Letter to Steun- 
enberg Telling Him Not to Commit 
Offense Again. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 9—Although the 
war department was at first inclined to ignore 
the publication of a satirical poem by Capt.

WAR AND VERSES. 

It is a natural result of the tremendous 
gtrain. under which the Balkan war has put 
Europe that the Germans have taken so 
seriously the hasty and superficial infer- 
ences from the Turkish reverses. A cool 
and sensible consideration of the Turkish 
campaign is not likely to develop facts very 
destructive to German military science, and 
while the French are naturally pleased at 
the way the French gun has proved itself, 
and at the good effect of Savoff’s tactics, de- | 
rived rather from them than from Germany, 
they are not foolish enough to conclude that 
the formidable war establishment of their 
neighbor has crumbled or that German mil- 
itary method will be found' fatally 3 oe as in 
any issue. 

As for the tactless publication’ in an 
American army journal—not official—of dog- 
gerel verses making fun of German text 
books and German method apropos of the 
supposed lessons of the Balkan engage- 
ments, the Germans, it is hoped, will not 
take it seriously. The verses are of the 
_ sort which appear at “ smokers,” and should 
have been put in the army journal’s waste ! 
basket. They express neither intelligent 
opinion of German nor of American military 
science. - The officer was joking, although 
\ he expressed the dunderheaded viewpoint 
of a certain type existing in all armies, and 
. he will now return to his former obscurity. 


‘WHAT IS THE LAW? 

It is a somewhat remarkable situation 
when a judge sworn to enforce the law 
harshly reprimands officials for bringing 
offenders before him. But this is the sit- 
uation in the Municipal court, if reports of 
proceedings before Judge Gemmill upon the 
labor laws are correct. It seems that Judge 
Gemmill thinks that boys under legal age 
should be allowed to work rather than “ loaf 
on the streets,” all of which is true.’ Bat 
is Judge Gemmill an administrator of the 
law or a legisiator? 

Nothing can be worse for boys or men, for 
the community, than the spectacle of a judge 
refusing to enforce the law because he does 
not like it. 

This is the time of year when tngradtions 
of the labor laws against overtime and under 
age are most plausible. It is, therefore, also 
the time when precedents for infractions, 
evasions, and unlawful exceptions are most 
easily established and most likely to be 
committed. It is the time when a law in 
itself wise and far sighted can be made to 
seem harsh and ill advised. But this is no 
excuse for its abrogation by judicial] dis-

down the wholesome and sensible laws 
against overwork and premature work. And 
whether these laws are good or bad, they 
are for judges to enforce. 


THE PROGRESSIVE CONFERENCE. 

The gathering of Progressives in Chicago 
this week is a conference, not a convention. 
That is, it is not a formal body of delegates, 
officially acting as representatives of the 
Progressive party, but a voluntary congress 
of the men and women who were leaders in 
the first campaign of the new party. 

What brings these leaders together is 
primarily a program, not a partisanship, and 
this fact should give that they do a fresher 
interest for the American people than any 
party convention can claim. For many 
years we have watched partisans meeting to 
make programs. Here we have the program 
drawing its partisans to it. The difference 
is real and important. 

The whole movement called progressiv- 
ism is broader than this gathering and the 
party it leads. But the effective progress 
of that movement will be vitally concerned 
in what ‘goes on here—in the wisdom and 
foresight or the unwisdom and short-sight- 
edness developed. If a great party, with 
@ great human program, is to be the result

CHICKENS FOR FOOD. 


LLIS says those people who have 
nightmares about when socialism 
comes forget that socialism has beea 
here a long, long time. He asks whe 

i would be an individualist:as to his 
water supply. 

The chicken industry is only partly 
brought under socialism. Some people 
raise their own chickens. Such can and 
should eat fresh chicken, but, unless a 
man can see the killing and cleaning; he 
had better stick to frozen chicken, 

Miss Pennington says the. foundation is 
laid by ‘the woman who goes into the mar- 
ket asking for fresh chicken, What she 
gets is one of those yellow, wet, soggy fel- 
lows. 

* She demands a farmer's chicken that 
is fresh—and she gets the thawed com- 
panion of the frozen bird which may 
have deteriorated in the hands of the 
retailer, and will deteriorate every hour 
that it is in her possession. As usual, 
ignorance and prejudice conduce to the 
disadvantage of all concerned.”

This particular part of Miss Penning- 
ton’s report is in support of her advice to 
housewives in the city to buy no chicken 
that is not frozen at the time of purchase. 

A dry picked chicken, undrawn and 
frozen, and kept between 30 and 40 for 
twenty-four hours after killing, and so 
carried to the kitchen and there thawed 
in the refrigerator, is the only city chick- 
en that should be eaten. The chickens 
killed by chicken killers in the city con- 
stitute no exception. Without exception, 
so far as I have seen—and I have seen 
a great many chicken killing establish- 
ments—the places are filthy. They are 
on @ par with the stockyards before Sin- 
clair and Neil-Reynolds came to town. 

The chickens are wet picked in hot 
dirty water. They are cleaned by un- 
clean methods. They are thrown into 
wet, soggy barrels with logse ices Then, 
ice packed, they are put on sale. 

~o- 


Miss Pennington’s researches show that 
wet picked, ice packed, soggy chickens de- 
teriorate rapidly, They may look good and 
they may taste good at the end of twenty- 
four hours, but they will not keep good 
much longer than that. From coop to 


stove in the city is generally longer thau 


twenty-four hours. When Thursday is 
killing day, and the kill will be on sale 
until the next Thursday, for instance, 
the consumer takes unwarranted chances, 
The chicken which has been killed in the 
country, scalded, picked, cleaned, packed 
with loose ice in barrels and thus shipped 
to market is still worse. 

Miss Pennington studied two chickens 
bacteriologically. One (A) was dry 
picked, then frozen and shipped. The 
other (B) was wet picked, ice packed. and 
shipped. At the end of twenty-four hours 
A had, roughly. 100 bacteria, B 300: 
seven days, A 300; B 11,800; twelve days, 
A 8,200. B 102,000; sixteen'days. A 72,000, 
B 307,000; nineteen days A 328,000, B 
1,083,000.

BRAN GEMS. 

A correspondent sends in the following 
recipe for bran gems, which, she says, have 
proved efficacious in cases of constipation of 
long standing: 

Two cups of clean wheat brani, a little salt. 
one cup of graham flour, one cup of sour or 
buttermilk, 1 teaspoonful of baking soda. six 
tablespoonfuls of molasses. Add chopped figs 
or raising to taste. Mix thoroughly and bake 
in gem pans twenty or twenty-five minutes. 
This quantity should make not more than 
twelve nor less than eight gems. Eat one 
two, or three a day, as necessary.

EW save the initiated will have recog- 
nized under the name of ‘ Countess 
Alessandre,”’ who has just died in Paris 
at the age of nearly 90, the lovely Coun- 
tess Walewski, whose name was on 

everybody's lips during the reign of Na- 
poleon III., and who was perhaps the most 
fascinating of all the beauties that enjoyed 
the particular favor of the emperor. Indeed, 
the money lavished upon her by the good 
natuned man of Sedan was a source of great 
jealousy and irritation to the other women 
by whom he was surrounded. She was, how- 
ever, the only one of those with whom his 
name was associated who did not excite the 
jealousy of the empress. 

Eugéni¢e actually appeared to encourage her 
husband’s intimacy with the Countess Wal- 
ewski, as if seeing therein a sort of safe- 
guard against other and more dangerous 
entanglements, and if popular gossip is to 
be believed, the empress on more than one 
occasion took the trouble to console the 
countess when Napoleon had given her cause 
for jealousy by neglecting her for the sake of 
the famous Comtesse de Castiglione, and the 
Duchess of Litta, both of whom were objects 
of particular aversion to Eugénie.

After the death of Count Walewski, who 
had served in turn as senator, ambassador to 
the court of St. James, minister of foreign 
affairs, premier, and president of the national 
legislature, the empress appointed his widow 
as grand mistress of her household, in the 
place of the Duchess of Basgano; and Coun- 
tess Walewski, who was of Italian birth an 
| a daughter of the Tuscan Count and Countess 
Ricci, held this post until the overthrow of 
the empire. 

Subsequently she contracted a second mar- 
riage with an Italian, Count Alessandre, who 
also left her a widow. 

She is survived by two children—namely: 
Count Walewski, a veteran of the war of 1870, 
and who, after resigning from the army with 
the rank of colonel, became one of the direc- 
tors of the great financial concern known as 
the Credit Lyonnais. He is married to @ 
daughter of that Gen. Douay who was one 
of the principal commanders of the war with 
Germany forty years ago. 


_ 

The other child of the late Countess Ales- 
sandre is the Comtesse de Bourqueney, widow 
of that Comte de, Bourqueney who repre- 
sented France in several capitals as minister 
plenipotentiary and was for a time the direc- 
tor of the protocol at the department of for- 
eign affairs, that is to say, the grand master 
of the ceremonies of the republic. 

Count Walewski of the Credit Lyonnais 
can boast of a somewhat romantic origin, 
being today the only living grandceon of the 
first Emperor Napoleon, although of course 
not by legitimate descent. It may be remem- 
bered that at the time of Napoleon's greatest 
glory and power, when he was passing 
through Warsaw, one of the most beautiful of 
young Polish women aroused his admiration 
and was persuaded by her leading country-~ 
men, and by the most eminent members of 
the national party which aimed ai the resto- 
ration of the kingdom of Poland, to sacrifice 
her honor, like Judith of old, on the altar of 
patriotism. She was the bride of the aged 
Count Athanasius Walewski, and bore to the 
emperor a son, who was known throughout 
the greater pert of the nineteenth century as 
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1912: By the Brentwood Company.] 


Count Alexander Walewski, who was the 
husband of the old lady who has just been 
laid to rest, and the father of the present 
Count Walewski of the Credit Lyonnais in 
Paris. 

No one in Poland dreamt of blaming Coun- 
tess Athanasius Walewski for having yielded 
to the French emperor. Indeed, she was the 
object of universal gratitude and praise on 
the part of the Poles, until it became appar- 
ent that Napoleon’s sun had set, and thai it 
was beyond his power to do anything in the 
way of restoring the independence of Poland. 
Then, and then only, did her-Polish husband, 
Count Athanasius Walewski, divorce her, 
and not content therewith, took legal steps 
to disavow the paternity of the son borne by 
his wife to the emperor, which, under the 
circumstances, was hardly. necessary, but 
which hac the effect of preventing the appear- 
ance of the name of her son in those pages of 
the Polish, Russian, German, and Austrian 
“‘ Peerages " and ‘‘ Gothas’”’ devoted to the 
enumeration of the Walewski family. 

Countess Athanasius Walewski after her 
divorce married Marshal Ornane of the 
French army, by whom she had no children 
Her gon by Napoleon I. was always treated 
by Napoleon III. as a near relative, and, like 
the Duke de Morny, was one of his most 
useful and trusted counselors. 

Count Alexander Walewski was twice mar- 
ried; on the first occasion to Lady Catherine 
Montague, daughter of the fourth Earl of 
Sandwich, by whom he had no children. She 
died after three years of marriage, and then 
commenced the romance between the count 
and the famous actress Rachel, who bore him

He owes his title and his arms, 
however, to patents granted by the French 
government at the instance of his kinsman 
Napoleon III. and can hardly be described es 
a descendant or a representative of the 
ancient Polish house of Walewski, since his 
father was legally repudiated by the Walew. 
skis, and acknowledged as 2 son by the first 
Smperor Napoleon. 

Of the contemporaries.of the late Countess 
Alessandre at the court of the Tylleries but 
few are left. The only two women of the 
empress who remain are the widowed 
Duchesee de Mouchy, who was born as Prin- 
cess Anna Murat, of an American mother, 
Miss Fraser of Philadelphia, at Bordentown, 
N. J., and Mme. Carrette, who, as Mile. Bou- 
vet, was reader to the empress, and was 
promoted to the rank of lady in waiting on 
the occasion of her marriage in the last year 
of the empire.

AN APPEAL FOR TUSKEGEE. 

Tuskegee Institute, Ala., Dec. 4.—[Editor 
of The Tribune.]—For more than a quarter 
of a century the Tuskegee Norma! and In- 
dustrial institute, Tuskegee, Ala., has grown 
steadily, not only in the size of its plant, but 
in the usefulness of Its graduates and in the 
influence which it has been able to exert 
upon racial conditions throughout the south. 

The physical growth of the institution has 
brought it to the point where it is absoiutely 
necessary that a considerable sum of monty 
be spent- in putting in a more complete 
and up to date heating system, water sys- 
tem, sewerage system, as wel] as a perma- 
nent central power and lighting plant. The 
trustees have had a competent engineer at 
work for several months studying the prob- 
lem. He has now prepared plans which will 
mgke a saving of at least 20 per cent in the 
cost of operating the plant over what we 
are now paying. ; 

The entire cost will be $237,728.99. I am 
giad to say that Mr. Alfred T. White and the 
Misses White of Brooklyn, N, Y., have 
promised $25,000 toward this amount provid- 
ed the remainder can be secured. 

In view of the work that Tuskegee has 
done and is doing for the whole gountry, the 
trustees feel that we are justified in askins 
for this amount of money, which, itis hoped, 
will be secured within the next few months.

NOT THE FAULT OF ATTORNEYS.

I notice the substance of the speech delivered 
by Judge Kavanagh a few days ago. Among

I have the utmost respect for Judge 
Kavanagh as @ man, a citizen. and a jurist, 
but I cannot agree with him in reference 
to his criticism of the attorneys in the legis- 
lature, particularly in the legislature of Ili- 


At the last regular session of the legisia- 
ture Judge Kavanagh appeared before the 
juditiary committee with two bills covering 
the matters above mentioned. The committee 
was composed almost entirely of atto:neys, 
and after hearing a lucid explanation of the 
bills by him the committee immediately voted 
unanimously that they be reported, with a 
recommendation that they do pass, The bilis 
were not passed by the senate, because they 
were never brought to a vote, and it was not 
the fault of any attorney in the senate. 

Bills covering the two propositions above 
mentioned should certainly be enacted into 
jaw, and I have no doubt thai if they are 
presented this coming session they will be 
placed upon our statute books,

SYDNEY.—From Socialistic or Democratic 
legislation we pass to Soctalistic action. 

When the people of New South Wales be- 
Heve that the many pay the few too much for 
brick, they will make brick making a state 
monopoly. Why not? Other states have 
made brick. 

If a state makes brick, why can it notruna 
boarding house, edit a newspaper, or Manage 
bull fights? Noreason atall. It alldepends 
on the bosses. In some states there is a 
bose; in others, the plebs. The plebs are 
coming to town, these days. And many are 
from Missouri. ns Se 

The plebs are the fashion in Australia, and 
it's nothing short of joy to sit in parliament 

and watch them. It’s a glass of sparkling 
wine to hear a horny handed old coal miner 
punctuate the scholarly, classic address of 
the once far famed Oxford honor: man and 
football player, with staccato shots, such as: 
“Shut up!” “* O, shut up!’ 


Culture Is “Just the Opposition.” - 

When the coal miner, the carpenter, and the 
boiler maker get tired of Once Was, they shut 
him off, for Oxford and all that it stands for 
in culture and conservativeness and vested 
interests is—O, that’s just the oppositien. 

There is no vested interest in brains. Men 
may be, indeed are, born to the purple. But 
a silver spoon is no guarantee that the pos- 
sessor knows how to make the most of it. 

A few years ago New South Wales was a 
convict settlement. Today it has in propor- 
tion to population fewer convicts and more 
really free people than any other land. One 
hundred years ago the biacks ouped Aus- 
tralia; today the whites possess it. ! 

New South Wales hungers for socialism, 
and would nationalize monopolies. 

South Africa is now proposing to tax min- 
ing stock, even though held abroad; New 
South Wales proposes to tax absentee land- 
lords clear out of the state. 


Owns the Railroads. 

Will the nationalization of industries and 
state ownership of land so!ve industrial and 
economic discontent? Is it possible that 
Sunday Sydney would be cut off from its 
plum duff if New South Wales owned and 
managed the bakeries? Would the commut- 
ers ever have to walk home if the state 
owned the railways? The answer to the last 
question is easy: They have; it does. 

The majority rules in Australia, and they 
have the Australian ballot. The wife of the 
boilermaker doesn't lose caste by waiking 
up to the polling booth, as the wife of the 
Oxford honor man might. In Australia the 
majority votes labor; iabor rules. 

Labor sweat, and aches, and walks to 
work, and Owns no broad acres. It is human, 
and thinks seriously, even if illogically. Se 
it votes for the socialistic state. It does 
not covet its neighbor's house. 

Labor says: ‘“ Dont hog the trough; if 
you do we shall run a trough in competition. 
and make yours look like one and thru- 
pence.” 

There is the key to present ‘socialistic 
tendencies. Australia proposes to fight mo- 
nopoly with monopoly. 

Nationalization ideas in Australia are. so- 
Clalistic, not syndicallistic.

connection with the packing industry.

Shippers of live stock now will be enabled to 
complain to the interstate commerce com- 
mission against yardage, feeding and other 
charges for the haudling of animals to be de- 
livered to the packers.

Ebbets of Brooklyn, August Herr- 
mann of Cincinnati, and C. J. Sullivan of New 
York, appeared to be anxious to sidestep the 
Case after the evidence had been submitted. 


Say Contract Is ‘Ironclad.” 

In fact, Ebbets and Herrmann both said 
Bresnahan had an ironclad contraet with the 
St. Louis club which, in their opinion, as lay- 
men, would Stand a test in any court of law. 

It is interesting to note that while Mrs.

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“The Pirates of Penzance’ 


at the Garrick.

HE revival of “ The Pirates of Penzance” 

by the pompously titled “festival com- 

pany” at the Garrick is unexpectedly 

good. Lest this be regarded ag negative 

praise, it is just,as well to be definite 
and reminiscent (ons always gives dates in a 
Gilbert and Sullivan review) and to say that 
it ia the best presentation the opera bouffe has 
had since, in 1890, the Duff company sang it 
with Chauncey Olcott, Digby Bell, the gifted 
Laura Joyce Bell, Lily Post, Louise Beaudet, 
and the senior Mark Smith in the cast. Mr. 
Hopper (who goes through the performancs 
as if it were a rite) and Mr. Cowles of this “ fes- 
tival” aggregation have imposing pasts, but the 
fame and achievement of the othera indicated 
little more than pleasant mediocrity. 

But the presentation has many merits, the 
chief of which ts vocal. Nearly every member 
of the company can sing and does sing and 
with so clear an understanding of the require- 
ments that almost every value ia realized. ‘“ The 
Pirates”’ belongs to a day in the immortal col- 
laboration when both the librettist and the 
conmiposer were still under the spell of burlesque 
—@ spell from which Gilbert never really 
emorged. Sullivan at the time was: no less ad- 
dicted to t¥avesty, so that the score abounds in 
subtle skite on the grand Gpera method of the 
early Verdi, of Donnigetti and Bellini, and of 
the séhool of Italian composition then in vogue 
in England as well as here. It was not as a 
musical humorist, however, but as a melodist 
that Sullivan won His popularity; so, though he 
put much of Wis best music into this score, 
“Thé Pirates” never ranked among his best 
liked works, 


~. 

Gilbert's contribution was nor sufficient to 
carry thé place into the great success enjoyed 
by thé earlier “ Pinafore” or the. later “ Mika- 
do.” To the laity the libretto is simply his 
dramatization of the eternal joke about the 
29th of February; to the elect it has never 
been more than a rather slim caricature at the 
expense of a group of British politicians of 
the late ‘70s, Whose importance never pene- 
trated to this land. 

Yet in no other work di@ the two men com- 
plement 6ach the other with greater sympa- 
thy and finer result. Sullivan's perversions 
and variants of sacerdotal forms of music 
were promptly twinned with some of the most 
delightful of Gilbert's rhymés and versified 
japes. é pirate king’s delivery fn parlando 
of the narrative about the leap year phenom- 
enon finds, for ofie example, ite musical mat- 
ing th Sullivan's wittily grave treatment of a 
Gregorian chant. Twénty other examples of 
the organic perfection of book and scoré might 
bé listed. Offenbach, who tn the French school 
of opera bouffe, reached, perhaps as gréat a 
height as Sullivan th his Own school, never, 
even when he worked With Meilhac and Hal- 
evy, knew thé joy of $0 sympathetic a Hbret- 
tist as Gilbert was: for all of Sullivan's pur- 
posés, :

ITH a Christian cook and a Jewish 
housemaid, a German laundress and 
a French seamstress, the Woman’s Co- 
opefative league thas demonstrated 
that a harmonious nonsectarian home 


‘Is a possibility. 


The home will hold its housewarming .on Sun- 
day afternoon. Its residents are business 
mothers and their children. The mothers be- 
ing employed in the city during the day may 
attain the best results in their work because of 
the knowledge that their children are cared 
for. They kiow when they leave at 7 
o'clock in the morning that at 8:3@ o’clock the 
housemother will tie Mary's bonnet on, see 
that Paul has his mittens, and that John wears 
his overshoes when he trots off to school. The 
mothers also know that their little ones too 
young to attend school will be looked after 
during their absence in the home's kindergarten; 
that when Mary, and John, and Paul come home 
at noon a warm luncheon will be given them 
and that they will have time for exercise in 
a gymnasium in a portable house in the back 
yard, 

It has been proven that under such conditions 
harmany prevails in the home. No religious or 
political arguments are permitted. 

When the mothers return from business in 
the evening the children are ready for supper, 
which the mothers prepare in their own way, 
and the evenings are spent with mothers and 
children together, the atmosphere of the home 
prevailing rather than that of an institution. 
‘Each mother pays her way, the price varying 
according to the amount of wages received.

Some Simple, Tasteful Gifts. 


“ As it is the anniversary of ‘the birth of the 
most loving as well as the greatest friend of 
men, we may be helped in our expenditures by 
recalling that the principle underlying this 
chief anniversary is good will and love for 
others. Naturally this principle has takaen 
the form o8 gifts and loving congratulations. 

“In these gifts nothing is more repugnant 
than a commercial spirit. A gense of obliga- 
tion naturally creeps in and destroys much of 
the happiness in a balancing of values. 

“Christmas gifts ought to be so simple as to 
be gladly received. There are several simple 
reminders. One woman inclises her visiting 
card on which she writes a wish for happy holi- 
days. Another uses a blank card with her name 
and loving greetings, written, and to some a 
longer letter. These augment good will and 
confer only an agreeable and easy obligation. 

“It is most futile to waste money on things 
which are scarcely more than trash in a friend's 
house, when a loving word would better bear 
the Christmas joy. Still there are small gifts, 
needed and tasteful, of small obligation, worthy 
of the message. Such is a silk case enclosing a 
pretty ball of twine. It is made in an hour's 
time of five-eighths of a yard of ribbon or silk 
four inches wide, a half yard of half inch rib- 
bon, by which it ig hung up for use. A small 
ring is covered with crochet or button hole 
stitch, to which the bottom of the bag is sewed; 
the twine is put in, the end’ of it drawn through 


the ring to be drawn out when needed. The 
cost is about 25 cents, 
“A simple calendar is made ag follows: One 


sheet of blotting paper (5 cents), out of which 
twelve pieces 104%4x3% inches are cut, one 
bunch of salendars (1 cent) 1%x1l Inch, 
Paste the picture on the left of the blotter and 
under it the calender for January. Do the same 
for the entire twelve months. Then tle them 
together with a half yard of inch wide satin 
ribbon, color of the blotter. Brown is pretty;

“T bake bread twice a week and put raisins 
in it, which makes it more like cake and then 
my children do not ask for butter. As apples 
are quite cheap now we use them in a variety 
of ways, such as apple sauce, baked apples, 
apple dumplings, etc. so I think in this way 
others may get along as I do and thus cut down 
the high cost of living.

Porridge is one of the dishes that stands 
first in Scottish history, and on it grew up 
those innumerable great ones who nave made 
Edinburgh so famous. Not far behind it 
comes “soup,” hotch-potch. Those who learn 
2 make porridge scientifically make it as fol- 
ows: 

PORRIDGE,—Time, one-half to one hour. 
One tablespoon of oatmeal, one-half a pint of 
boiling water. Put on the water to boil and add 


a pinch of salt. cag tt the oatmeal into the | 
water, stirring all the time. Bring to a boil 
and stir for a few minutes, and allow to boil 
slowly from one-half to one hour, according to 
quantity. Add more boiling water if the mixture 
becomes too thick by boiling away. If too thin 
when nearly boiled, add more oatmeal, but the 
porridge must be bolled for twenty minutes 
longer to allow the fresh oatmeal to boil thor- 
oughly. Rolled oats may be used in the same 
manner only they must be cooked less. Taste 
the porridge when ready and season if _neces- 
sary. Sarve hot. sa 
2) 

HOTCH-POTCH (“Simple Cookery”).—‘“ Two 
pounds of neck of lamb,_one pint of chopped 
young carrots, turnips, and caulifiower, half a 
lettuce, three-quarters of a pint of green peas, 
one-half a pint of broad beans, a few spring 
onions, two quarts of water, one teaspoon of 
salt, one-half a teaspoon of pepper, two tea- 
spoons of sugar. Put the meat and salt on 
with cold water. When it comes to the boil, 
skim it carefully. Let the cauliflower and 
lettuce lie in salt and water for half an- hour. 
Break the cauliflower up into little sprigs and 
chop the lettuce. Shell the peas and skin the 
beans; pare the turnips, scrape the carrots, and 
chop them small with the onions. Put all 
the vegetables, except one-half of the peas, into 
the boiling Nquor. Boil slowly for three or 
four Lours, according to the age of the vegeta- 
bles. When the soup is half made, add the 
rest of the peas and the sugar. When ready 
remove the mutton and@ serve. Serve the mut- 
ton separately. Hoteh-potch should be quite 
thick. If wished, neatly trimmed chops may 
be added to the soup when it is half cooked and 
served in it.”

Government Report on Condi- 
tion and Acreage Predicts 
Enormous Harvest.

Yield Last Year Was 390,000,- 
000 Bushels; Acreage Found 
Only Slightly Greater. 


A tremendous crop of winter wheat will 

be harvested next summer if the present 
promise is maintained with no more than 
the usual drawbacks. The government re- 
port on the condition and acreage of thi» 
crop issued yesterday afternoon makes the 
present condition 98.2, compared to 86.6 a 
year ago, and the acreage 32,387,000 acres, 
against 32,215,000 estimated on Dec. 1 last 
year. ; 
These figures indicate a crop of 572,000,000 
bu, estimating the yield on the basis of 
19 bu per acre as par. The winter wheat 
crop harvested the last season, according 
to the preliminary final estimate, was 390,- 
000,000 bu. The crop of 1912 was small, 
owing to the great amount of winter killed 
wheat. There {s always considerable winter 
wheat acreage abandoned for one reasop 
or another, and the condition of Dec. 1 is 
rarely maintained until harvest, so that the 
crop promise indicated now is not likely 
to be maintained until harvest time next 
year. However, with ordinary favorable 
conditions, a big crop appears to be a cer- 
tainty. °

by the hard winter conditions of a year ago. 
In Illinois there was a reduction reported 
of 10 per cent, and in other big producing 
states east of the Mississippi reductions 
were common. In Oklahoma and Nebraska 
there were small increases in the acreage 
sown, and in Montana there was a gain 
of 13 per cent in the area of winter wheat 
compared to a year ago. The Kansas acre- 
age is not quite so large, being 96 per 
cent of last year. 

Nearly all of the states show a much 
higher general condition than‘usual. The 
report was construed as bearish on the 
market, as the condition was higher than 
expected, and the acreage also larger than 
looked for. 


Area Below Last Year. 

While the acreage as reported was larger 
than the figures given out a year ago, the 
area is 2.5 smaller than last year, according 
to the revised estimated area, equivalent 
to a decrease of 828,000 acres.

bu harvested last summer. 

Final estimates of all crops, with the value 
on the farms will be issued by the govern- 
ment next Monday. 


IN FOREIGN STOCK -MARKETS. 


LONDON, Dec. 9.—Money was dearer and dis- 
coumt rates were firm today. 

America did not bid for the $4,000,000 new gold 
offered in the open market, but Germany bought 
$1,500,000 and India $500, 000, while the rest wag 
not sold. 

The stock market was dull and generally easy. 
Berlin and Paris offered stocks in the afternoon 
and home rails sagged owing to fears of the strike 
of the Northeastern railway spreading. Con- 
sols eased off in sympathy with the home section, 
but good investment buying hardened Indian rails 
and Japanese bonds. 

American securities ruled quiet and steady and 
from % to % higher during the forenoon.
